2) AFG INTERNATIONAL HOLDING LIMITED, a company 
incorporated and existing under the laws of Gibraltar, having its registered 
office at 5/5 Crutchett’s Ramp Gibraltar and registered at the Companies 
Register of Gibraltar under the number 112 490 (hereafter AFG), 

here represented by its director Mr. Antoine GUIGUET, director, 
residing at 48, rue de Strasbourg, L-2560 Luxembourg. 

3) CMU INTERNATIONAL HOLDING LIMITED, a company 
incorporated and existing under the laws of Gibraltar, having its registered

Such appearing person, represented as stated here above, has requested 
the undersigned notary to state that: 

I. Intercede, represented as mentioned above, is the sole shareholder of 
SFS Holdings S.A., a public limited liability company ( societe anonyme ) 
established and existing under the laws of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, 
having its registered office at 40, rue de la Vallee, L-2661 Luxembourg, 
registered with the Luxembourg Trade and Companies Register under number 
B 210 659, incorporated by a deed of Maitre Jean SECKLER, notary residing 
in Junglinster, of 21 November 2016, published in the Recueil des Societes et 
Associations (the RESA) the 2 December 2016 under reference 
RESA2016161.98 (the Company) and whose articles of association have 
been changed most recently by a deed of Maitre Mireille HAMES, notary 
residing in Luxembourg dated as of 5 January 2016 and in course of 
publication in the RESA. 

II. The Company’s share capital is set at forty-seven million two hundred 
seventy- five thousand euro (EUR 47,275,000) represented by forty-six million 
one hundred fifty thousand (46,150,000) ordinary shares with a nominal value 
of one euro (EUR 1.-) each and two million two hundred fifty thousand 
(2,250,000) class O.l shares with a nominal value of fifty euro cents (EUR 
0.50-) each. 

III. Intercede, representing the entire share capital of the Company, 
having waived any notice requirement, the general meeting of shareholders 
being regularly constituted, may validly deliberate on all the items of the 
following agenda of which the sole shareholder has been duly informed 
beforehand: 

1) Restatement of articles 7, 1 1 and 12 of the articles of association of the 
Company; 

2) Appointment of new directors; 

3) Appointment of a delegate responsible for the day-to-day management 
of the Company; 

4) Increase of the Company’s share capital by way of contribution in 
cash of an amount of nineteen million seven hundred thousand euro (EUR 
19,700,000) to raise it from its present amount of forty-seven million two 
hundred seventy-five thousand euro (EUR 47,275,000) to sixty-six million nine 
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hundred seventy-five thousand euro (EUR 66,975,000), by creation and 
issuance of nineteen million seven hundred thousand (19,700,000) new 
ordinary shares having a nominal value of one euro (EUR 1) each (the New 
Shares) such New Shares vested with the same rights and obligations as the 
existing ordinary shares; 

5) Subscription and full payment of seventeen million seven hundred 
thousand (17.700.000) New Shares by AFG by way of a contribution in cash 
through a set-off of a receivable held by AFG towards the Company; 

6) Subscription and full payment of two million (2.000.000) New Shares 
by CMU by way of a contribution in cash through a set-off of a receivable held 
by CMU towards the Company; 

7) Restatement of article 5 of the articles of association of the Company 
so as to reflect the above resolutions; and 

8) Miscellaneous. 

FIRST RESOLUTION 

The sole shareholder resolves to restate 7, paragraph 1 of the articles of 
association of the Company, which henceforth shall be read as follows: 

"Article 7. Board of Directors. 

7.1 In case of plurality of shareholders, the Company must be managed 
by a Board of Directors consisting of at least five members, who need not be 
shareholders. In the case of a sole shareholder, the composition of the Board 
of Directors may be limited to one member (the “Sole Director”) until the next 
ordinary general meeting of the shareholders noticing the existence of more 
than one shareholder. " 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

The sole shareholder resolves to restate article 1 1 of the articles of 
association of the Company, amending its paragraphs 3 and 7 and introducing a 
new paragraph 9, which henceforth shall be read as follows: 

"Article 11. Meeting of the Board of Directors. 

11.1 The Board of Directors shall elect a chairman from among its 
members. If the chairman is unable to be present, his office will be taken by 
election among directors present at the meeting. The Board of Directors may 
also elect a secretary who need not be a director or a shareholder of the 
Company. 

11.2 The meetings of the Board of Directors are convened by the 
chairman or any of its members. The board of directors shall meet as often as 
the Company ’s interests so requires and at least on a quarterly basis. 

11.3 Written notice, whether in original, by telegram, telex, facsimile or 
e-mail, of any meeting of the Board of Directors containing a description of the 
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agenda, shall be given to all directors at least five (5) days in advance of the 
date set for such meeting. 

11.4 In addition, unless otherwise agreed by the members of the 
Board of Directors, its members shall receive, with reasonable notice prior to 
the meeting of the Board, any relevant supporting materials as may be 
reasonably necessary or appropriate to enable the members of the Board of 
Directors to prepare for such meeting and to make decisions on the actions, 
transactions and/or agreements that are the subject matter thereof. 

11.5 Such notice may be waived by the unanimous consent of all 
members of the Board of Directors. 

11.6 A director may be represented at the Board of Directors by another 
director. 

11.7 The Board of Directors may only validly debate and take decisions 
if a majority of its members are present or represented, at least one of whom 
appointed on proposal of the majority shareholder and at least one of whom 
appointed by the minority shareholders, and any decision taken by the Board 
of Directors shall require that at least three members vote in favour of such 
decision. In case of tie, the chairman shall not have a casting vote. 

11.8 Any director may participate and vote in any meeting of the Board 
of Directors by conference call or video conference call or by any other similar 
means of communication enabling thus several persons participating therein to 
simultaneously communicate with each other. Such participation shall be 
deemed equivalent to a participation in person at such meeting. 

11.9 Subject to the prior authorization of the Board of Directors, any 
third party may also be invited to attend any meetings of the Board of 
Directors without any voting rights. " 

THIRD RESOLUTION 

The sole shareholder resolves to restate article 12, paragraph 1 of the 
articles of association of the Company, which henceforth shall be read as 
follows: 

"Article 12. Minutes of the Meeting. 

12.1 The minutes of a meeting of the Board of Directors shall be signed 
by the chairman. Extracts of the minutes can also be delivered to third parties 
dealing with the Company and certified either by any two directors or by the 
chairman and the secretary or anyone to whom such power has been delegated 
by the Board of Directors. " 

FOURTH RESOLUTION 

The following persons are appointed as directors of the Company for a 
period of six (6) years, and together with the already appointed directors of the 
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Company shall constitute the board of directors of the Company: 

- Mr. Antoine GUIGUET, director, bom on 15 April 1978, in 
Romorantin-Lanthenay (France), with address at 48, me de Strasbourg, L-2560 
Luxembourg, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg; and 

- Mr. Gerard MARICHY, director, bom on 12 September 1947, in 
Dijon, France, with address at 50, me de Strasbourg, L-2560 Luxembourg, 
Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg. 

FIFTH RESOLUTION 

The following person is appointed as delegate responsible for the day-to- 
day management of the Company for a period of three (3) years: 

Mr. Antoine GUIGUET, director, bom on 15 April 1978, in 
Romorantin-Lanthenay (France), with address at 48, me de Strasbourg, L-2560 
Luxembourg, Grand-Duchy of Luxembourg. 

SIXTH RESOLUTION 

The sole shareholder resolves to increase the Company’s share capital by 
an amount of nineteen million seven hundred thousand euro (EUR 19,700,000) 
to raise it from its present amount of forty-seven million two hundred seventy- 
five thousand euro (EUR 47,275,000) to sixty-six million nine hundred 
seventy-five thousand euro (EUR 66,975,000), by creation and issuance of 
nineteen million seven hundred thousand (19,700,000) new ordinary shares 
having a nominal value of one euro (EUR 1) each (the New Shares), such New 
Shares vested with the same rights and obligations as the existing ordinary 
shares. 

INTERVENTION - SUBSCRIPTION - PAYMENT 

AFG decides to subscribe for seventeen million seven hundred thousand 
(17,700,000) New Shares and to fully pay them up at their nominal value of 
one euro (EUR 1) each, having an aggregate value of seventeen million seven 
hundred thousand euro (EUR 17,700,000) by a contribution of a certain, a 
fixed amount and due and payable receivable held by AFG towards the 
Company in the amount of seventeen million seven hundred thousand euro 
(EUR 17,700,000).

by CMU against the Company in the amount of two million euro (EUR 
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2 , 000 , 000 ).

SEVENTH RESOLUTION 

Pursuant to the above resolutions, the sole shareholder resolves to restate 
article 5 of the articles of association of the Company, which henceforth shall 
be read as follows: 

“ Article 5. Capital. 

5.1 The Company's corporate capital is set at sixty-six million nine 
hundred seventy-five thousand euro (EUR 66,975,000.-) represented by 
registered shares divided into classes (the Classes) as follows:
